OTTAWA.—Proposed changes 
in the Canadian Farm Loan act 
to allow the farm loan board to 
make larger loans to farmers, 
were outlined in the commons 
by Finance Minister Abbott. 

Mr. Abbott said at present the 
board cannot loan more than $5,000 
on a first mortgage, and $6,000 on 
a first and second mortgage together. 
The new Dill will increase these lim- 
its to $10,000 and $12,000 respec- 
tively. : 

The’ present act limits: a_ first 
mortgage loan to 50 per cent. of the 
actual value of.land and buildings, 
and buildings are considered only to 
the extent they add to the value of 
the land as farm land, he continued. 

The new’ bill will increase the limit 
on a.first mortgage loan to 60 per 
cent.; and the limit of the first and 
second mortgage together to 70 per 
cent. of the value of the security in 
those provinces where no such secur- 
ity can be taken, he said. - ‘ 

The board's operation. will also be 
enlarged by allowing second mort- 
gage loans to be used to purchase 
land, Mr. Abbott said. He felt ex- 
perience had shown the -restriction 
against such use, in the present act, 
could be safely removed. . 
-An amendment to’ the act provides 
for the establishment of an advisory 
board to discuss with the farm loan 
board such questions as lending pol- 
icies, principles underlying valuation 
of farm property, and conditions af- 
fecting lending policy on loans, Mr.
